HOMESTEADER’S DEATH 
MAY BE FOUL PLAY 


Found Dead in Grain Field Near 
Seeder With Five Bullets 
in Body

SWIFT CURRENT, May 8.—A 
homesteader named Emille Order- 
neau, living fourteen miles south of 
here, was found dead on his farm 
early yesterday morning. The body 
was found near the seeder in the 
grain field, a wound in the head show- 
ing cause of the death, It was at 
first thought that it was an accident 
caused by some part of the seeder, 
but as no blood can be found on any 
part Of the machine it is now thought 
that there has been foul play. 

The mounted police brought doc- 
tors from Swift Current, who, with 
the local doctor at Neville, went im- 
mediately to the scene of the tragedy. 

An inquest was held this morning 
by Coroner Cairns, The police have 
errested a man by the name of Omer 
Letcheig, who is charged with mur- 
der. He is now confined in the bar- 
racks here, 

The deceased had five bullets in 
him and it is believed that the man 
under arrest did the shooting. lie 
gave evidence und he is in a state of 
bewilderment showing at least tem- 
porary insanity. He says that the de 
ceased had been paying attention to 
his wife and had come to his place 
au few evenings ago with a gun. He 
declared that he did not commit the 
nurder.

FINDS NO TRACE 
OF MISSING 


White Star Steamer Adriatic 
Reaches New York Many 
Hours Late

NEW YORK, May &,—-Wo trace of 
the missing third lifeboat of the 
steamship Columbian, burned at sea 
last Sunday, was found by the White 
Star steamer Adriatic, which arrived 
here tonight.

DAY OF HIGH TENSION 
IN MEXICAN SITUATION 


German Merchant Ships With 
War Munitions May Cause 
Trouble

WASHINGTON, May 8.—High ten- 
sion marked the Mexican situation 
today both on the military and the 
diplomatic side, The war department 
was the chief centre of activity, and 
while no authoritative statement was 
made beyond Secretary Garrison's 
formal reply that “no orders for ad- 
ditional troop movements have been 
sent,”" it became known that the 
sending of additional troops to Vera 
Cruz was under consideration, and 
probably would be carried out. 

This step would not be considered 
in any way as an aggressive measure, 


but as a reasonable precaution to 
support the force already there in 
case of any untowagd event, 
German Manitions Coming 
Of equally serious portent to the 


troop preparations was the report late 
in the day that two German merchant 
ships were about to arrive at Puerte, 
Mex., with large supplies of arms and 
ammunition for Huerta. 

It was realized that this, if true, 
would present an incident similar to 
the arrival of the Ypiranga at Vera 
Cruz with her cargo of munitions, 
which led immediately to the Am- 
erican occupation of that port. 

Had Not Violated Armistice 

Huerta’s protest to the mediators 
that the United States had broken 
the armistice by landing additional 
troops at Vera Cruz was considered 
by the cabinet and later Secretary 
Bryan announced that the reply of 
this government stated that no ag- 
Bressive steps had been taken by. the 
United States forces, and that noth- 
ing had heen done in violation of 
the suspension of hostilities, The 
American reply was detivered to the 
mediators late today, The mediators 
themselves also took the view that 
the question raised by Huerta over 
the observance of the armistice could 
be cleared away and that Huerta 
could be convinced that the United 
States has not violated, in spirit at 
Jeast, the armistice which had been 
agreed upon,

Sir—It seems that the civic officials 
responsible for power house additions 
have not Very much confidence in 
the (ienures submitted by the Edmon- 
{on Industrial Association in a recent 

ophiet asking for subscriptions to 
1 su fund.” This pamphiet inti- 
mates that when gas ds struck at Vik- 
ing power can ‘be produced with 
gas engines at $9.05 per horse power, 
or for about one-eighth of the pres- 
ent costs at the municipal power 
plant. 

We note, however, that the city has 
just entered into contracts for the 
boiler equipment for a new steam 
engine power plant at the present 
site; which plant ds estimated td 
cost almost half a million dollars, If 
gas is found as advertised, and if the 
Industrial Association are correct in 
their figures as to power costs with 
gas engines, and if the city takes over 
the gas wells as is intended, the haf 
million dollars of new steam engines 
and boilers will be scrap to add to the 
present collection, Also we will have 
a new item to wipe out by the over- 
worked “Obsolescence Fund’ which 
hus beea held responsible for many 
things such as power costs, street rail- 
way deficits, etc. Someone must be 
wrong.

STREET RAILWAY DEFICIT, 
Editor Bulletin: 

Sir,—-We have seen and heard a lot 
of the street railway deficit, but to my 
mind it ls very doubtful if there would 
be a street railway deficit at all if the 
accounts were properly gone into and 
a proper adjustment made, 

One thing, however, is very certain, 
all this talk of these reputed sfiort- 
ages is giving this city a great amount 
of very unenviable advertising.

| The End of a Playwright

| the death of Harry P, .fawson, 
who was buried recently, there 
was enacted a drama, whch for real 
tragedy and pathos is just a little 
more heartrending than the death of 
Walter Browne on the eve of , ce pru 
duction of his first successful play, 
“Everywoman.” 

It is not likely that Harry Mawson 
was known by name to the majority 
of this generation’s theatre-goers. To 
playwrights, play brokers, and theatri- 
cu! managers he was a familiar figure, 
because never was there a dramatist 
who urged his wares with such per- 
sistence, such patience, and so great 
confidence as he. Daily he might 
have been observed trotting Ung and 
down Broadway, aiways with a pack- 
age of manuscript under his arm, 
darting in and out of offices, eager, 
reliant, and expectant, and never 
showing the least sign of discourage- 
ment at the rebuffs, the delays, and 
the indifference which one not espe- 
clally blessed must encounter in any 
office canvass of the Ria'to. 

So far as the records disclose, Mr. 
Mawson had not had a play produced, 
or even accepted, since 1897, Pra- 
viously—-in 1889—his “A. Fair Rebel” 
had been produced with success at 
the Fifth avenue theatre. It was 
eight years later that he won a hear- 
ing for his “Old Curiosity Shop” at 
the Herald Square theatre. The sev- 
enteen years intervening to his fatal 
iliness of a tew days ago were de- 
voted to incessaut. playwriting and 
play hawking. Respected among his 
colleagues, who edmired his spiendid 
courage, he was regarded as an object 
of derision by the calloused, frivolous 
bystanders of a cruel Broadway, who 
saw, not the pathetic, but the amus- 
ing side in his perseverence and his 
unending faith in himself, 

It was about a week ago that Maw- 
son was stricken with paralysis, from 
which he never rallied, The day pre- 
viousiy he had gone the rounds of of- 
fices as usual, and he4 submitted a 
copy of one of his manuse ripts, “Her 
Own Boss” to Fred C, Whitney, who 
had promised to read it. As the hours 
and days passed, Mawson grew weak- 
er. On Sunday he became uncon, 
scious, ‘And while he lay in his bed, 
unknowing, and already started on 
his journey to another world, there 
came word from Mr. Whitney that he 
had read the play and accepted * 
The note added that he would give i 
immediate production. 

Karly Monday morning Mawson 
died. Yesterday his friends and co- 
workers of the Society of American 
Dramatists and Composers performed 
for him the last service in their power, 

Harry P. Mawson had made a good 
fight and won, The tragedy is that 
he did not know it.--Re snnold Wolf in 
the New York Telegraph.

Washington, May 8.-—The Mexican situation assumed a more warlike 
aspect to@ay, Activities in the war department which Hegan lust night on 
the receipt of a long confidential mos#age from Generul Funston were 
renewed throughout the morning and Were brought to the attention of 
Hat wos ya Wilson and the cabinet when the regular session began at eleven 
ocpock, 

While this activity disclosed that every preparation was being made for 
poss ble eventualities, yet Secretary of War Garrison said, just before enter- 
ing the cabinet meeting, that no additional troop movement has been 
ordered, 

In the midst of military proparation came definite word that the medi- 
ation envoys had received from General iluerta and swhmitted to the 
United States government complaint that the new landing of American 
troops and war material at Vera Cruz amounted to a breaking of the armis- 
tice which had been arranged by the South American diplomats after their 
good offices in the Mexican crisis had been accepted vy General Huerta anid 
the United States, 

‘Tnis also was one of the subjects before the cabinet. Secretary Drya. 
stated early in the Gay that the meagre note had been received by him and 
that reply would be made, 

Neply Not Yet Formulated 

When Secretary Bryan left the cabinet meeting he said that no reply 
had been formuiated to the Muerta communication relating to the armistice. 
in vhe Fluerta message, he stated, the question was raised as to the sending 
of the army to take the place of naval forces at Vera Cruz. 

Asked if the unusual activity of the war department since the receipt 
of General FPunston's cipher despatch last night signified any change ot 
policy on the part of the United States tiward Mexico, Mr. ryan said that 
he could not discuss the affairs of the war department.

VILLA WANTS EMBARGO 
RAISED BY U. 8. ON ARMS 


Torreon, Mexico,’ May 7.—A plea 
for the Hfting of the embargo on 
arms as the swiftest and most human- 
itarian method of bringing peace to 
Mexico was made ‘~ >» interview to- 
day by General Villa, general in chief 
of the Constitutionalists. 

“Phe embargo is protracting this 
struggle useleasly,"” he said, “tL hope 
the American government under- 
stands that the placing of the em- 
bargo is interfering seriously with 
the plans of the Constitutionailsis. 
Gomez Palacio, Torreon, 8an Pedro, 
De Las Colonias and even Monterey 
were Conatitutionalist successes due 
to the brief lifting of the embargo. 
Mexico should be pacified. We can- 
not gain this end quickly, while we 
suffer from lack of ammunition. 

Will Be Long Drawn Out. 

“We can continue this struggle for 
better social and economic conditions 
in Mexico. by capturing our ammuni- 
tion from the enemy as we have done 
largely in the past, but such a method 
would necessarily drag the war over 
a long period. [ believe, therefore, 
that every humanitarian consideration 
argues for the lifting of the embargo. 
The sooner we can secure arms and 
ammunition needed, the sooner the 
country will be pacified. I am sure 
the American people will have no 
difficulty in understanding this.” 

General Villa spoke of his attitude 
toward the United States and Ameri- 
cans in event that hostilities should 
ensue between the two countries, 

Will Protect: Foreigners, 

“I wish,” he sald, “to make it clear 
to the people of the United States 
that | am anxious for all Americans 
connected with industries in Mexico 
to return and again take up their 
works. I wish to add that foreigners 
now in Mexico and those who return 
will have nothing to fear should it 
ever come to a war between Mexico 
and the United States, and I give iny 
word that everything possible would 
be done by me to protect them, Should 
they desire to leave the country in 
such an event I would place enough 
rolling stock at their command 
take them and all their movable goods 
out of Mexico,” 

General Villa declared that involve- 
ment of his party in war with the 
United States was a remote possibility,

“Why talk war with the United 
States,” he said, “it would be ex- 
tremely fects, for two reasonable 
and intelligent men to fight over a 
drunken man and it would be, would 
it not, the height of folly for the 
United States and Mexico to come to 
blows over a man like Huerta?

Hospitals and Colleges Are 
Urged To Purchase Their 
Supplies From Retailers 


Conference Between Wholesale and Retail Grocers Develops Fact 
That Many Public Institutions Threaten to Buy Outside if 
They Cannot Get Terms Th ey Desire From. City Firms 


At a conference between some 22 
of the more prominent retail grocers 
and representatives of the wholesale 
grocery houses of Edmonton, held in 
offices of Board of Trade Thurs- 
day, the position of the purchasing 
departments of tne nospitacs, the col- 
leges and such institutions was dis- 
cussed, 

It developed that it does not meet 
the views of either the wholesalers or 
retailers that such concerns should 
either buy their supplies from the 
wholesale houses here or ship them 
in from competing wholesale centres 
Wholesalers stated that they had lit- 
tle Inclination to tater this trade 
because of the small quantities in 
which these institutions take delivery, 
and the high cost of such delivery.

The Hog Industry. 


That argument was used during 
the reciprocity campaign rding 
our cattle and hogs, After the Un- 
derwood tariff came into effect in Oc- 
tober of last year, it was an absolute 
boon to the province of Alberta from 
which I come, inasmuch as we had 
begun to produce more hogs than we 
could consume, the first year in our 
existence when we were able to do 
80. I have not the figures here to 
substantiate tha: statement, but 1 
have an article copied from the Cal- 
wary paper, dated March 8, in which 
the statement is made that in sixty 
days we shipped from the City of 
Caigary hogs to the value of $470,- 
000. That is from one city alone in 
the province of Alberta and _ these 
hogs were sold to the City of Seattle, 
a market of which we never dreamed. 
By the removal of that duty, which 
was done by the good grace of our 
neighbors to the south of us, the 
farmers benefited to the extent that 
these hogs brought at Seattle from 
‘$7.75 to $8.26 per cwt. and the far- 
mers of Alberta was able to market 
that tremendous number of hogs 
within that very short time.
